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Cuba left undefended. Im his only pubiic statement sirce the outset 
of the missile crisis, "Cha" Guevara (whose views usually parallel Fidel's} 
complained yesterday to a correspondent of tne Londen Daily Worker that 
the withdrawal of th: Soviet missiles had not removed the threat of US 
aggression. While he granted tne immediate danger of war was avoided, 
he denied that a great victory had bean achieved. Instead he teared 
that agony may only have been prolonged. Nevertheless, he said, Cuba 
will Tight te the ceath with what weapons it has left. 

SAriy support for miss:es in Guba. Guevara was probably an early 
advocate of bringing Soviet missiles into Cuta. It was during nis 
to Moscow, while the oulldeup was in progress, that Soviet military aid 
to cuba was first formally ackriowledgea. Soon afterward, Gicvara called 
the Soviet aid a matter of nastoric impcrtance before wnich the US would 
have no choice but t capitulate. The significancs of nis words only 
becams clear as tne extent oF the build-up became Known. ἰὸς isl 
presen. bitterness is probably a reaction to his former entny 
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Cus saiitea tc Latin America. Guevara notes the continued necessity 
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lying on the USSD. 
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
